London, March 10.—Great Britain has suffered terrible reverses In 


South Africa. 6en. Atetfiuen. one of England's famous soldiers, and a force 
of 1,200 men under his command, met defeat at the hands of Boer General 
Deiarey. Methuen himself was wounded and taken prisoner and four guns 
were captured from the British. The news of the defeat was announced in 
the house of commons today by Secretary of War Brodrick. 
It was one of 


mopt sensational statements ever made to parliament. 


Secretary Brodrick read a dispatch from General Kitchener announc- 


ing the reverse. It began by saying: "I greatly regret to send you bad 
news about 6en. Methuen. With 900 mounted men under Major Paris, and 
300 infantrys four guns and one pompom he had started from Wynburg to 
lichtenburg. lie was to meet Grenfeld with i,300 mounted troops, bat on 
Friday morning early he was attacked by Deiarey between Twebesch and 
PalmerkniH. The Boers charged on three sides. Five hundred and fifty 
mounted troops hsv© cosne in at Maribogo. They v?ere pursued four miles. 
They report that Methsen, Paris, guns and baggage were captured, Me- 
thuen when last seen was a prisoner, 1 have no-further details ami suggest 
you delay publication until definite news is received." 


General Kitchener, in a second dispatch sent on Sunday reported: 


"Major Paris, with the remainder of his men has arrived at Krasipan. 
He reports that the arrny was moving in two columns, those with the ox 
wagons moving an hour ahead of those with the mules. The Boers at- 
tacked them just after dawn. The mules stampeded and all the mutes and 
wagons, with a terrible mixture of mounted men, rushed past the ox wag- 
ons. 
/If! efforts to check them were unavailing. Paris collected 400 men, 


and after a gallant, but useless, defense the enemy rushed them. Methuen 
was wounded in the thigh, and Paris, being surrounded, surrendered at 10 
o'clock in the morning. Three officers and 38 men were killed and five 
officers and 72 men wouned. Two hundred men are missing.

The 
note denies that the authorities were 
ev«r required to lessen their vigilance 
on the frontier, and asserts that only 
the movements of the troops in the 
Interior were interfered -with. 


The first note presented to the 


porte br the United States legation 
at Constantinople iu the matter of 
Miss Stone's capture by brigand* de- 
manded the punishment of the guilty 
parties. The porte, in replying, repu- 
diated responsibility.

Washington, March 10.—Chairman 


Fowler of the house committee oa 
banking and currency iatrod-uc€4 an, 
important financial measure framed 
by the Republican members of the 
committee after conferences extend- 
ing through the last two montis. It 
brings together into one financial 
measure a number of propositions 
wbteh have been urged separately 
heretofore. Mr. Fowler eiplains the 
tmrposes of the bill as follows: 


"The purposes of the bill are: To 


transfer from the government to the 
banks the responsibility of protecting- 
the necessary gold reserve -and the- 
burden of furnishing gold for export, 
thereby saving our commerce from the 
destructive a-pprcheiisions growing out 
of raid? upon the 'sold in the trcas^ 
ury.' -which can now oniy~ be replen- 
ished by s. tax imposed upon the peo- 
ple through the sale of bomls; to pro- 
Tide a currency always responsive and 
equal to the d-emancis of trade every- 
where and to equalize and lower the 
average rate of interest in all parts 
of the United States; to secure for 
American enterprise and American 
capital the provisions and opcrtuni- 
ties in engaging in international bank- 
ing under national law, and KO lay a 
foundation upon which to build an. 
American* merchant marine; to re- 
inov the last vestige of doubt with re- 
gard to our standard of value. 


"The measure provides for interna- 


tional banking, and a division of bank- 
ing and currency is established under 
a board of control instead- of a singla 
individual in the person of the comp- 
troller .of the currency as heretofore. 
The board will consist of three mem* 
bars, whose terms of office are for 13 
years, so arranged that only one 
member will secede every four years. 


"If the measure now introduced 


should become a law, it is confidently 
beleived that the national banks will 
assume the current redemption in 
SOW coin of $130,000.000 i>f United 
States notes. In consideration ot the 
obligation assumed by the national 
lianks, they wi'I have the right during 
the succeeding five years to issua 
gradually as business may require aa 
amount of bank notes equal to 60 per 
ceat of their paid up and unimpaired 
capital; provision being made also for 
an emergency circulation. 


As the notes are taken, out for cir- 


culation, the banks will deposit •with 
the government a guarantee- fund of 5 
per cent of -the amount of the notes 
so issued. The national banks here- 
after will be re-quired to pay interest 
upon the government deposits at the 
rate of 1 per cent per annum. 


"This 5 per cent guarantee fund and 


the tax on th« bank notes will be us*ft 
to protect the bank notes, and the ex- 
cess of such tares, with the interest 
oa government deposits, will be used! 
to pay off the United States notes,, 
•which the banks assume to currently 
redeem. It is asserted that th« wao!& 
Sl?,0.000:000 of United States notes 


for the catch Instead of 53.20, the pre- 
vious rate, the sealing merchants de- 
clined to accede to any of the terms 
submitted by the men. The mer- 
chants intimated that the price lor 
seals would be at least $3.20 per hun- 
dredweight, the same as last year, but 
declined to indicate whether any ad- 
vance was likely.
